Dar< 
ing che Greco-Itmiten war he was in the United Stetes where, with hig active 
propaganda among the crews of Greek ships, he succeeded ln persuading chem bo 

go om strike end mutiny, He was erroested hy the Ameoricen auchorities and 
gent to England in «a Norwesien vassel. 
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Atter arriving iu Cardiff, Wales, he collaberated with Demetries Kollios, mere 
chant captein, Vansilios denekos, first engineer, end Repesis, firat engineer. 
Together they founded the GEO. They sueceasfully broke wo the Hatiorm list 

Seaman's Orgenisetion, FNO (Perhellenio Neval Federation} in Yay 19435, when ex 

eonmed group under Bermkes Sorcibly tock possession of all the furniture ig ite 
offices. They enlisted sli ecsamen into their organization and forced them to 
pay their subscriptions. They installed themselves in the Sesments Fons and 
took charge of the mershant men’s club which was waking a orefit of b100 
monthly. 


4, They played a very impertent part in all the etrikes and mutinies in the Greek 
Bavy it merchant service abroad. For this purpose they had gaple funds and 
ran @ most luxurious press end propagends bureau. They employed the services 
a British politicians and journalists, and published articles in the British 
press. They were supported in thie unpatriotic work by extreme left elements 
of the British Labor Party. Their anti~nationeal activities were carried out: 
syptanatically. 


5, Aocording to a report of the Bxeaative Comnittee of PNO, the organization GENO 

maupornes all the antie-nationsl activities of the Graek Port Control offiscera 
in London, Fotiaces and Papadopoulos, and others, who had declared tocuselves 
in favor of EAM and had refused the orders of the Graak Goverpmernt, 
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in acoordance with the orders of the pre-elacticn Governments, ships lear- 
ing for abroad were manned by men of both OENO end PNO, but as it was 
noticed that the crews of those ships which were manned by OENO went on 
strike, the Government st thet time ordered that crows should only be 
engaged from PNO, which colleborated with all other nutional organiza~ 
tions in Greece. Following this order, members of ONO who now realized 
its political and communistic alms, wont ovar to PHO. 


The leaders of OENC then decided to return to Greece with the object of 
‘bresiing up the collaboration of PNO with other seamen's orgenizations 
and to receive further instructions from tiie Kit lcaders, To ansure 
their roturn to Great Britain, Kollios and Abatielos brought thoir wives 
(both British Commumists) with them and have declared ‘shat if they wore 
unable to return in the norial way, they would co co secretly. 


Imnuediately upon their arrival at Piraeus they issued revolutionsry pam- 
phlets calling upon seamen and port workers to strike and accusing the 
present Government of being fascist. Articles dispatched by them to the 
"Ellenika Nea" published in London portrayed conditions in Greece as 
terroristic. 


fhe present General Secretary of OENO, Benakos, is regularly in touch with 
the Soviet Embassy in Athens, while Koliios is a member of the Committes 
of the Piraeus branch of the Greco-Soviet League. 
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
